It is sharply hig her than 
last y ear’s small cro p o f 10,012,000 
bales and co mpares v ery fav o r­ 
ably with the ten-y ear (19 40-49 ) 
av erag e o f 12,030,000 bales. 
The increase this y ear was rec­ 
o mmended by the g o v ernment as a 
means 
o f 
replenishing 
sto cks 
which had dwindled to a 
lo w 
lev el u nder the preparedness pro ­ 
g ram. 
Su pplementing the cro p are 2,- 
200.000 bales fro m prev io u s cro ps. 
The department said the indi­ 
cated y ield o f co tto n to the acre 
was 28 4.7 po u nds co mpared with 
269 .2 po u nds last y ear and 265.9 
fo r the ten-y ear av erag e.

Into the Wilderness. 
At Williamsburg , then the cap­ 
ital o f Virg inia, Washing to n re­ 
ceiv ed his credentials o n Octo ber 
3 0 , 17 53 . Starting the same day , 
he jo urney ed no rthward thro ug h 
Frederickburg 
and 
Alex andria, 
and 
westward 
to 
the Virg inia 
fro ntier at Winchester, co llecting 
men, ho rses and pro v isio ns as he 
went. At Wills Creek, no w Cum­ 
berland, Md., he co mpleted his 
preparatio ns, and fro m this po int 
the little band, o n No v ember 15, 
set fo rth into the farther wilder­ 


ness. In additio n to Washing to n, 
the party included fo ur fro ntiers­ 
men, two interpreters and Chris­ 
to pher Gist, an ex plo rer who had 
been as far west as the Ohio 
v alley . 
There was an Indian path run­ 
ning no rthwestward fro m Wills 
Creek to the Ohio riv er. Many 
y ears later, after a pav ed ro ad 
had replaced the path, mo to rists 
were warned to lo o k o ut fo r “ de­ 
ceptiv e” g rades, to keep the g as­ 
o line tank filled, and to beware 
o f burning o ut brake lining s. In 
Washing to n’s time, trav eling the 
up-and-do wn path cro sswise o f 
the ridg es was bo th dang ero us 
and slo w, fo r rain and sno w had 
swo llen the streams and left the 
g ro und so g g y . Men and ho rses 
swam the streams. 
When the party reached the

riv er, 
Washing to n 
sent two o f the men do wnstream 
in a cano e with all the bag g ag e, 
instructing them to meet him at 
the co nfluence o f the Mo no ng ahela 
and the Alleg heny .

A little way do wn the Ohio 
riv er was the Indian v illag e o f

3 0 , the party , which no w included 
sev eral Indians, set o ff no rthward

This is the season for katydids 
and crickets, and for cicadas and 
“snake doctors,” as country young­ 
sters call the great ten spot dra­ 
gon Oies

OF SIKESTON 


Wilderness Assignment at Age of 21 
Demonstrated Stamina of Washington 


Young Planter W as Selected by Governor of Virginia in 1753 to W arn French 
Against Encroachment on British Territory in Western Pennslyvania— His 
Hazardous Journey Established His Reputation for Courage and Resourcefulness

Before 
reaching 
his 
twenty- 
second birthday, George W ashing­ 
ton had become a distinguished 
m an in Virginia; 
and not long 
thereafter, printed accounts were 
spreading his reputation in other 
colonies and even in Europe. This 
early prominence 
resulted 
from 
his hazardous exploit in the W est­ 
ern Pennsylvania wilderness, an 
expanse then alm ost unknown to 
inhabitants of coastal cities. 
In the autumn of 1753, while 
he was still 21, Washington w as 
preparing to start on a journey 
that he knew would be extrem ely 
perilous. If he should reach his 
destination and return, he would 
have to cover roughly a thousand 
miles, a considerable part of the 
distance on foot. Before him lay 
steep mountains, dense forests and 
unbridged rivers. 
Inhabitants of 
the region were few, and they 
included 
some 
who 
would 
be 
openly hostile and others whose 
friendship 
would 
be 
untrust­ 
worthy. 
Moreover, 
winter 
was 
fast approaching. 
There 
were 
several 
purposes 
for this journey. One was to con­ 
vey from Robert Dinwiddie, the 
British 
governor of Virginia, 
a 
m essage to the 
com m anders of 
some French forts south o.f Lake 
Erie, advising them, in diplomatic 
language, to avoid w ar by getting 
out of the American lands claimed 
by the English. Another w as to 
secure the loyalty of Indians to 
the English cause, and a third w as 
to 
collect 
information 
a b o u t 
French and Indian forces, supplies 
and m ovements in Western Penn­ 
sylvania and elsewhere. 


Into the Wilderness. 


At W illiamsburg, then the cap­ 
ital of Virginia, Washington re­ 
ceived his credentials on October 
30, 1753. Starting the sam e day, 
he journeyed northward through 
Frederickburg 
and 
Alexandria, 
and 
w estw ard 
to 
the 
Virginia 
frontier at Winchester, collecting 
men, horses and provisions as he 
went.. At Wills Creek, now C um ­ 
berland, 
Md., he completed his 
preparations, and from this point 
the little band, on Novem ber 15, 
set forth into the farther w ilder­ 


ness. In addition to Washington, 
the party included four frontiers­ 
men, two interpreters and C hris­ 
topher Gist, an explorer who had 
been 
as far west as the Ohio 
valley. 
There w as an Indian path ru n ­ 
ning northwestward 
from 
Wills 
Creek to the Ohio river. Many 
years later, after a paved road 
had replaced the path, motorists 
were warned to look out for “ de­ 
ceptive” grades, to keep the g a s­ 
oline tank filled, and to bew are 
of burning out brake linings. In 
Washington’s time, traveling the 
up-and-down 
path 
crossw ise of 
the 
ridges 
was both 
dangerous 
and slow’, for rain and snow had 
swollen the stream s and left the 
ground 
soggy. 
Men 
and 
horses 
sw am the streams. 
When 
the 
party reached 
the 
Monongahela 
river, 
Washington 
sent two of the men dow nstream 
in a canoe with all the baggage, 
instructing them to meet him at 
the confluence of the Monongahela 
I and the Allegheny. He reached 
that rendezvous ahead of them 
and w’as greatly im pressed by the 
strategic value of the place. Where 
Pittsburg’s “ Golden T rian gle” of 
expensive 
real 
estate 
is 
now, 
Washington found and m ade note 
of “ flat, well-tim bered land . . . 
Very convenient tor building.” He 
recommended the construction of 
a fort here. (The French built Ft. 
Duquesne on this spot in the fol­ 
lowing year.) 
Conference With Indians. 
A 
little 
way 
dow’n 
the Ohio 
river w’as the Indian village of 
Logstown, 
w h e r e 
Washington 
stopped 
to 
confer 
with 
some 
friendly sachems. On Novem ber 
30, the party, which now included 
several Indians, set off northward 
on a four d ay s’ journey of about 
seventy miles to the French fort 
of Venango, 
where the city of 
Franklin is now. 
There Washington w as advised 
by the com m andant to go on to 
the next fort, w’here there w as a 
superior officer. Because of heavy 
rain, it w as not until three days 
later that the journey w as resum ­ 
ed. In four days of difficult travel 
through sw am py country, while 


rain and snow added to their dis­ 
comfort, 
the 
men 
covered 
the 
forty miles or so to Fort le Boeuf, 
at the present W aterford 
Here 
Washington delivered the letter of 
Governor Dinwhddie, but a reply 
was not immediately torthcom ng. 
During the delay, Washington took 
note 
of the 
preparations 
being 
m ade by the French for an e x ­ 
pedition into Southwestern Penn­ 
sylvania 
in 
the 
coming 
spring. 
Snow continued to fall. 
Washington sent some of the 
men and all the horses back to 
Venango and m ade preparations 
for the rest of the party to return 
by canoes on French creek. Fin al­ 
ly, on December 16, after he had 
received a written answer refus­ 
ing Dinwiddie’s demand, W ashing­ 
ton and his companions began the 
return trip. After six days of cold 
and difficult travel, the men were 
back at Venango. 
As the homeward journey was 
resumed, 
Washington 
and 
three 
other men traveled on foot so that 
the loads of food, tents and other 
equipment 
could 
be 
distributed 
among more horses. After three 
days of slow going through deep 
snow and 
in 
freezing tem pera­ 
tures, Washington turned over the 
command of the party to one of 
the others, and with just one com­ 
panion, Christopher Gist, struck 
out ahead. 
Treacherous Indian as Guide. 
At 
a 
place 
called 
Murdering 
Town, they fell in with a party 
of Indians who had evidently been 
waiting for them. With som e m is­ 
givings, they engaged one of the 
Indians as a guide. 
The Indian eagerly started off, 
carrying Washington’s pack. The 
Indian offered to carry his gun 
also, but this offer Washington 
declined. After a few m ore miles, 
the 
Indian, 
who 
was 
walking 
ahead, suddenly wheeled, fired his 
gun in the direction of the others, 
ran behind a tree, and began to 
reload. They ran to him and took 
aw ay his gun. With some difficulty 
Washington prevailed upon Gist 
to spare the Indian’s life. 
The two men, sending the In­ 
dian in another direction, travel­ 
ed southward that night and the

N ext morning, the ice jam w as 
so thick between their island, and 
the east bank of the river that 
they were able to complete the 
crossing. By night they had found 
a w arm spot in the home of a 
trader, 
named 
Frazier, 
on 
the 
bank of the Monongahela. Horses 
w ere obtained and the journey 
w as completed 
with no serious 
incident. Washington reached W il­ 
liam sburg Jan u a ry 16, 1754, re ­ 
ported to Governor Dinwiddie and 
handed over the letter from the 
French commandant. 
The publication of Washington’s 
record of the journey made a deep 
impression in the colonies and in 
England, where concern over the 
grow ing w ar cloud on the .frontier 
w as mingled with admiration for 
the fortitude of the young m an 
who had m ade the journey. 
“ It 
is

expedition,” 
wrote 
Irving, “ that may be considered 
the 
foundation 
of his fortunes. 
From that moment he w as the 
rising hope of Virginia.”

Supplementing the crop are 2,- 
200.000 bales from previous crops. 
The departm ent said the indi­ 
cated yield of cotton to the acre 
was 284.7 pounds compared with 
269.2 pounds last year and 265.9 
for the ten-year average. 
Condition of the crop as of Oct. 
I was reported at 74 percent of 
normal compared with 64 a year 
ago and 73 for the ten-year Oct. I 
average. 
In an accompanying report, the 
Census Bureau said 5,467,911 run­ 
ning bales of this year’s crop had 
been ginned prior to Oct. I. This 
compared with 2,771,959 ginned by 
the same date last year and 5,306,- 
453 two years ago.

Between Kim and Heartbreak 
infantrymen of the 38th Regiment, 
also of toe Second ^avision 
Aisl­ 
ed northward and captured a small 
hill. Tanks attached to the Regi­ 
ment moved into the valley and 
pounded Red positions on Kim. 
O ther Allied tanks roared into 
Satae east of Heartbreak for the 
third straight day. They opened 
point-blank fire on the Reds but 
received heavy artillery fire in re­ 
turn. 
South Korean troops captured a 
high peak overlooking the Punch­ 
bowl east of Satae and Heart­ 
break, but a Red counterattack 
forced them off by nightfall. 
The ridgelines and valleys ech­ 
oed to the roar of 37 Allied war­ 
planes that bombed and strafed 
Red positions. Allied airmen re­ 
posed 156 casualties on the Com­ 
munist troops.

Cotton Sales 
Step Up; 
Price Level 


Farmers sold cotton more freely 
this week according to the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture. Prices paid 
farmers for cotton at local markets 
were about unchanged from the 
latter part of last week. Spot mar­ 
ket activity 
increased. 
Picking 
and ginning made good progress. 
Prices received by farmers at 


local markets for cotton running 
mostly Middling and Strict Low 
Middling Plus 1-1/32 and 1-1/16” 
ranged generally from 37.00 to 38- 
00 cents per pound. In the south­ 
ern part of the Area Strict Low 
Middling 1-1/32 and 1-1/16” was 
reported as selling for 34.50 to 
35.00 cents and Low Middling 1- 
1/16” was reported as selling fo r 1 
34.50 to 35.00 cents and Low Mid- , 
dling 1-1/32 and 1-1/16” at a- 
round 3? 00 cents. Middling 15/16” 
was quoted on the Memphis mar­ 
ket at 36.40 cents per pound on 
Thursday, October 4, compared 
with 37.00 cents last week. 
Farmer offerings increased dur­ 
ing the week and producers sold 
more freely in many sections; how­ 
ever, a large number of farmers 
were still holding for higher prices 
and the volume of offerings was 
not seasonally large. Reported sales 
on the three designated markets 
in the Area totaled 216,200 bales 
compared with 187,300 last week 
and 297,500 for the corresponding 
week a year ago. On the Memphis 
market 
offerings 
increased but 
were still only moderate In vol­ 
ume compared with the volume of 
ginnings. At New Orleans spot 
market activity was comparatively 
quiet considering the volume of 
cotton harvested.
